heard of Newburgh. New York, a 
city of 31.000 on the Hudson River. 
But Newburgh has been very much 
in the news of late, and has been 
the subject of lengthy articles in 
numbers of national magazines and 
leading newspapers. For events in 
Newburgh have focused national 
attention on the welfare problem — 
and of associated problems and is­ 
sues that arise as a welfare state 
develops and expands. 
Last fall Newburgh hired a new 
and experienced city manager. One 
of his first acts was to look into 
the relief expenditure situation. He 
found the payments came to al­ 
most a third of the total munici­ 
pal budge — $983.000 out of $3,- 
134.000 according to a Time m aga­ 
zine account. This was more than 
was spent on the police and fire 
departments. Additional, such hea­ 
vy relief spending imperiled cer­ 
tain needed and wanted municipal 
improvements, and brought with it 
the prospect of higher taxes. 
The upshot was that Newburgh’s 
city council took a long Look at 
the tangled relief picture and came 
up with a new 13-point code. It is 
this code that has excited national 
no less than state and local contro­ 
versy. It provides, in part, that 
relief payments shall be limited 
to a three - month period, except 
for the aged and the physically 
handicapped: that the mothers of 
any more babies out of wedlock, 
shall be denied welfare assistance; 
that, 
when 
possible, 
relief pay­ 
ments will be made through vouch­ 
ers instead of cash (the council 
found that some cash payments 
were going for liquor and other 
non - necessities), and that able- 
bodied men drawing relief pay­ 
ments would have to put in a 40- 
hour week at city work.' 
It would seem that this tough 
policy has met with much more 
approval than qpijq.si 1 ibh^'although 
of course, there is plenfffiLof the 
latter. A number of leading pub­ 
lic 
figures 
have praised 
it, 
at 
least in principle. On the other 
hand. Governor Rockefeller of New 
York is a dissenter, and so is the 
State Board 
of 
Social 
Welfare 
which pays out about a third of 
municipal relief expenses. A legal 
problem 
appears 
here. 
Federal 
law requires that the welfare pro­ 
gram be uniform within a state, 
so the Board 
fears 
that 
New­ 
burgh’s intransigence 
could 
con­ 
ceivably lead to the loss of feder­ 
al payments to the whole state. So, 
in the view of David Franke, writ­ 
ing in National Review — a view 
which many hold — 
“the New­ 
burgh case proves that federal aid 
brings federal control. 
It 
shows 
that federal aid impinges not only 
on states rights but on the rights 
of local governments within t h e 
states. 
The basic problem has been suc­ 
cinctly described by Time in these 
words; “The Welfare state means 
new security for the millions who 
do not share the nation’s affluen­ 
ce. But it also means public inter­ 
vention in private lives, job - shirk­ 
ing relief chiselers who loaf at gov­ 
ernment expense, and tax burdens 
that soar higher every year.” This 
is the problem that Newburgh is 
seeking to solve. The town’s coun­ 
cil and city manager are not op­ 
posed to welfare per se. 
They 
are sim ply opposed to what they 
consider to be unjustifiable and ex­ 
pensive abuses. 
W’hat the end will be is not yet 
clear. Meanwhile, an editorial in 
Life — which approved the New­ 
burgh action in general, though 
not all the provisions of the pro­ 
visions of the program—made this 
significant statement: Washington 
is now watching and waiting to see 
what actually develops. So will U.S. 
— for over the years social wel­ 
fare laws have expanded to a point 
where a full, frank and fair scru­ 
tiny of them is long overdue. If 
charity begins at home, the neigh­ 
borhood conscience should assured­ 
ly have a voice in administering 
public welfare funds. The great 
American tradition of generosity 
to the unfortunate must continue. 
But Newburgh provides a healthy 
example of local government as­ 
suming due initiative and responsi­ 
bility.”
